OF all those who begin to investigate the phenome 
of Spiritualism for themselves, probably the vast majorit 
make use of either the Planchette or the Table. The 
latter, however, is at. best a slow and weary means 
obtaining communications, and probably more amate 
investigators use the Plinchette, with which it is not on 
easier to obtain resulis, but also possible to obtain a grea 
deal more material in a limited time. 

There are two ways in which this instrument may be. 
utilised. One is by letting it write; the other, mo 
satisfactory in some ways, is by placing it on a large sheet 
of substantial paper, on which are written the letters of 
the alphabet; ‘“‘Good-night,” “Bnd of message,” “Yes 
“No,” “Doubtful,” and the numbers from one to ten 
In this latter case the Planchette moves to the Setter 
required, and thus spells out words and sentences at a 
fairly quick rate as a rule. 

And yet the Planchctte is .far from being entire 
satisfactory, especially to those who, while in no sen 
hostile to Spiritualist ideas, are, nevertheless, of a critic 
and cautious tun of mind. 

I have, together with several friends, had considerable 
experience with the Planchettc, stretching over a period 
of several years. Messages there have been by the dozen 
in some cases quite lengthy—and connected accounts on, 
various subjects, both personal and dealing with condigior 
in the other world.
